Last Monday was decided the great swimming match for the Champion 
Challenge Cup and £200, between Mather, of Manchester, holder of the cup, 
and Beckwith, of London. The race was from the Doves, a little above Ham- 
meramith, to Putney Aqueduct, a distance of two miles. The steamboats River 
Queen and Victoria were chartered to take the admirers of natation to witness 
the race; and notwithstanding a pelting shower of rain before starting, both 
boats were crowded. A week before the race the betting was 6 and 7 to 4 on 
the Manchester man, but on the day of the race the odds changed, 6 to 4 being 
freely offered on Beckwith. There was t excitement on the river as the 
boats wended their way to Hammersmith.
